Argentine Rebels 
Assume Control 
Peron's Fate Undecided; 
Remains Aboard Gunboat 


BUENOS AIRES OS*)—Argentina's rebel forces today 


won a peace agreement—apparently with unconditional sur- 
render—from the loyalist followers of Juan D. Peron. 
The rebels established Maj. Gen. 


Eduardo Lonardi as 
provisional 


(temporary) president of the na- 
tion. 


A brief communique did not dis- 


close Peron's fate, but the rebels 
in their four-day revolt gave as 
one of their conditions of surrender 
the handing over of the man-who 
ruled Argentina for a decade. The 
last authoritative information had 
him aboard a Paraguayan gunboat 
in Buenos Aires harbor. 


The communique read over the 


state radio said the two sides had 
reached "complete accord" and 
the loyalist forces had "accepted 
the 
points 
stipulated 
by 
the 


rebels." 


Made Demands 


The rebels had announced before 


peace negotiations began that they 
would accept only an uncondition- 
al surrender. 


Lonardi 
formerly 
commanded 


Argentina's 1st army. Peron re- 
tired him in 1951 on suspicion of 
plotting against the government. 
Again in 1952. Lonardi was men- 
tioned in a group reported taken 


prisoner in an alleged plot against 
the Peron dictatorship. 


Gunfire sounded in Buenos Aire; 


only a few hours .before the peace 
was announced. Tank guns blasted 
apart: the main headquarters of the 
A1 i a n z a Nacionalista. Peron's 
strong-arm alliance. Later, securi- 
ty forces were reported to be oc- 
cupying an Alianza branch eight 
blocks from the smoldering head- 
quarters. 


•Junta Announces 


Signing of the peace pact was 


announced in a communique from 
the junta which took control of 
loyalist-held areas after Peron fell.

The effect of the balloting is to 


raise the educational tax limit 
from 95 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation to $1.35 per $100. 


The total vote o£ 2,395 set a rec- 


ord for a special school referen- 
dum. 
The only higher vote in 


Dixon school history was in 1951 
when the regular school election 
was combined with a $1,600,000 
bond issue question for the Jeffer- 
son and Washing-ton Schools. In 
that election, 2.484 persons voted. 


The vote was 354 larger than 


the 2.041 who went to the polls in 
the regular ,. school election this 
year when eight candidates sought 
three board of education posts.

The old 95,-cent rate had been in 


effect since. 1947. At that time the 
vote to increase the rate from 
.694, to .95 was 972 yes and 81 no. 


Members of the Aboard of educa- 


tion said today that they were 
Very pleased with the result of the 
election, and particularly with the 
large number of pei-sons voting, 
'for a large vote means a true re- 
flection of public opinion. 


The board will make the official 


canvass of the. vote Friday duriny 
a meeting to act on the proposed 
school budget for the 1955-56 year. 
A putalrc hearing on the budget is 
scheduled at 7 p.m., and the board 
meeting at 7:30 p.m. 


25-Ccnt Increase 


The board has indicated it will 


increase the tax levy by 25 cents 
per $100 valuation. The new rate 
is expected to take effect with next 
spring's tax bills." 


The added income will be used 


to wipe out a deficit and to cover 
increased teacher salaries and new 
teachers needed because of added 
enrollments. 


Approval of the tax increase 


continues a 55-year record of com- 
munity support for schools. Rec- 
ords from 1900 to 1955 show Dixon 
never has rejected a school bond 
issue or tax rate change. But in 
1908, a proposal to buy additional 
land at the South Central School 
site was denied. This is the only 
recorded instance of the defeat of 
a referendum proposition during 
the period. 


In another school election Tues- 


day, 
Blooming-ton voters turned 


out in record numbers to approve 
two referendum proposals. 


They voted 4.078 to 3.745 for two 


bond issues to finance a 52,900.000 
school expansion program. 


By a '1.092 to 3,720 count they 


approved a 12-cent hike in the 
sc'nooi tax rate which will bring 
the rate to Si. 38 per 5100 of assess- 
ed valuation.

The "swapping of yarns" re-, 
veals that we in Illinois may not 
be perfect—but would you like 
your farm adviser to be managing 
a plant food setup, requiring 60 
work days, complete to hiring 
truckers and purchasing equip- 
ment for its operation? 


I feel that extension means the 


transmitting of research and ex- 
perimental data from your univer- 
sity to you without any commer- 
cial flavor. One state receives 
county appropriations of from $20,- 
000 to $80,000 for extension pro- 
grams. 


How do other agents carry out 


their extension programs? Funda- 
mentally the same all over—bulle- 
tins, news releases, radio pro- 
grams and mass meetings. All at- 
tempt to make the necessary farm 
visits but it seems they all have 
the same complaint—just 
don't 


have the time to get around fast 
enough! Always the same question 
regardless of what state represen- 
tative you may be talking with— 
How do you reach the maximum 
number of people? For me, I de- 
pend largely oa the newspapers, 
followed closely by radio. 


Problems in all areas are not 


always the same—but the coun- 
try over most important are 
crop improvement, soil improve- 
ment, livestock and dairy man- 
agement and, of course, insect 
and weed control.

Toll Hits 166 
100 More Missing in 
Wake of Hurricane 


MEXICO CITY t¥i—Mexico to- 


day counted a death toll from 
Hurricane Hilda and the flooding 
Panuco River estimated unofficial- 
ly at 166, with 100 more reported 
missing. Authorities still battled 
nsirg floodwaters and the threat 
of epidemics. 


At least 1,000 persons were re- 


ported injured. The casualty fig- 
ures were expected to mount, per- 
haps extensively, as the floods 
along Mexico's central and north- 
east Gulf Coast continued 


In isloated Tampico, focal point 


of the storm and flood damag*, 
the captain of that important gulf 
port said the exact number of 
dead and missing may never be 
known, due to the "gieatness of 
the catastrophe." 


Tampico's main dock was under 


water, the railroad yards and 
marine buildings were like islands 
in swirling flood water, and new 
areas 
were 
inundated hourly. 


Thousands of the city of 110.000 
were homeless. 


The unofficial tabulation of dead:

60, Ciudad Madeio 14, Yucatan

dinary citizen is just about as bad, when it's not his prop- 
erty that's involved. Cars parked on the street seem to be 
public benches.

Blanket indictments are risky. But many of us are get-

ly turned her out of Overholser's 
booby-hatch and sent her to trial.

He wrote "We have reported to

But. 
why didn't Overholser com- 


mit St. Elizabeth's to a diagnosis 
which "we" reported to Brownell? 
What is his excuse for leaving a 
smirch on this' woman with ob- 
vious penalties to her children, 
when "we" had found her to be 
mentally competent to stand trial? 


Here is a rough analysis of the 


law which empowers U. S. judges, 
all of whom have background po- 
litical predilections often 
trans- 


lated into political malice on the 
bench, to throw sane persons into 
lunatic asylums for life. To begin 
with, almost anyone may be ar- 
rested on a pretext. 
• 


This law says that if the U. S. 


attorney suspects that a prisoner, 
not yet tried, is "mentally incom- 
petent." he. or the judge himself, 
shall cause an examination by one 
"psychiatrist." 
The judge may 


throw the victim into a lunatic 


asylum for a "reasonable" period 
for "observation" by the "psychi- 
atrist." It should be noted that 
"psychiatry" in many instances 
has become a scandalous racket 
of quacks who flagrantly ignore 
the most rudimentary ethics of 
the medical profession^ The fed- 
eral judiciary as a whole has de- 
teriorated likewise. If the "psy- 
chiatrist" reports that the accused 
is mentally incompetent, the judge 
then so 
finds. 
After that, the 


judge may "commit the accused 
to the custody of the attorney gen- 
eral" to be locked up until he is 
"competent" to stand trial. That 
day may never come. 


In Mrs. Miller's case there was 


a definite charge on the court rec- 
ord by the defendant that the 
judge 
was 
prejudiced 
because 


she had reviewed in print and 
condemned the political circum- 
stances attending his appointment. 
Notwithstanding this, the j u d g e 
insisted on sitting in judgment 
on a woman claiming to be his 
personal adversary. 


In the Ezra Pound case a law- 


-yer appointed by the court acqui- 
esced in the commitment. 


Pound may be incompetent to 


understand the legal issues and 
so exempt from trial and punish- 
ment forever. 
But is it excusa- 


ble to confine a harmless human 
being to a madhouse for a life 
term, even though the attorney 
general has the power? 


Neither Pound nor Mrs. Miller 


ever was "violent." Yet Pound 
cannot get out until Overholser 
shall find that he "will not en- 
danger the safety of the officers, 
the property or other interests of 
the United States." 


The only escape-clause is one 


subordinating all this to habeas 
corpus. 
When 
Lucille 
Miller 


sought habeas 
corpus. Brownell 


quit cold. Pound, though harm- 
less., is friendless and apparently 
doomed to die in a madhouse. In

To Serve a 
Planked Meal 


Planking is a different way of 


serving meat and vegetables. The 
meat is placed in the center of the 
plank, the vegetables are arranged 
attractively around it and a border 
of mashed potatoes surrounds the 
meat and vegetables. 


According to Miss 
Geraldine 


Acker, foods specialist at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, steak, seasoned 
beef, fish steaks or fillets can be 
used for a planked meal. 


Steaks should be cut at least 


one and one-half inches thick. 
Seasoned beef should be shaped in- 
to an oval of the same thickness. 
If you use thick-fleshed fish, fish 
steaks or fillets, they should be at 
.least three-fourths to one inch 
thick. 


You can use an oak plank thinly 


spread with cooking oil or any 
l a r g e heat-proof platter for a 
planked meal. Ten minutes before 
the meat or fish has cooked 
enough, transfer it to the center of 
a heated plank or .platter and 
brush with butter. 


Next, arrange the border of po- 


tatoes. An attractive way is to 
force the mashed potatoes through 
a. pastry tube. Brush the -potato 
border with melted butter, milk, 
cream or diluted egg yolk. Then 
place the plank under the broiler , 
ao that the top of the food is at I 
least three inches from the flame 
or the electric unit. Cook until the 
potato is browned. 
j 


When the broiling is done, ar- j 


range the hot vegetables between 
the meat or fish and the potato 
border and serve.

C. Lyle Ballard, ex-police and 


fire commissioner but now Com- 
missioner of Finance, ignited the 
"fuse" by making a lengthy talk 
on the merits of the one-way sys- 
tem.

"not a cure-all" and said he did 
not believe that the plan would be 
successful until Peoria and Galena 
Avenues also are at least partly 
one-way.

Spe«d Trap Charge 


The debate opened when Ballard 


inferred that Potts' anti-speeding 
campaign has made Dixon into a 
"speed trap." 


Potts jumped from his seat and 


said, "I resent Ballard's comment 
about our city 
being a speed 


trap." 


He explained that no speeding 


arrests have been made unless 
the offender is driving "seven or 
eight" miles an hour over the 
speed limit. 


Ballard then sprang to his feet 


and replied, "I don't care if you 
resent my calling Dixon a speed 
trap."

UNITED NATIONS. N.Y. <* -- 


The UN General Assembly side- 
tracked for another year the per- 
ennial question of seating Red 
China and prepared ioday to chart 
an agenda for the current session. 


Overriding demands by Russia's 


Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
that the Asian Reds get a seat, 
the Assembly adopted 42-12 a U.S. 
motion to shelve the question until 
1956. 


In its opening session Tuesday, 


the 10th Assembly also unanimous- 
ly elected Chile's Jos* Maza as its 
president. 


Molotov made his bid for Pei- 


ping 12 minutes after the session 
began in a mild speech contrast- 
ing sharply with the explosive ut- 
terances 
Soviet delegates 
have 


made on the issue in previous as- 
semblies. 


Sixth Rebuff 


It was the sixth straight year 


the* Russians have tried to unseat 
the Chinese Nationalists in favor 
of the mainland govemmpnt. 


Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., who 


spoke for the United States while 
Secretary of State Dulles listened, 
annaunced he would not debate the 
issue. But he countered with a 
brief resolution stating that the 
Assembly decides not to consider 
at its 10th session proposals to 
exclude Nationalist China or to 
seat the Reds. 
British Minister of State Anthon> 
Nutting quickly supported Lodge 
and said Britain fell, as she did 
last year, that debate at this stage 
would do more harm than good. 


Indonesia, which abstained last 


year, voted this time against post- 
ponement. Others voting against 
the 
U.S. motion were Burma 


White 
Russia, 
Czechoslovakia 


Denmark, India, Norway, Poland 
Eweden, the Soviet Ukraine, the 
Soviet Union and Yugoslavia. 


Abstaining were Israel, Afghan- 


istan, Egypt, Eaudi Arabia, Syria 
and Yemen. 


Plea Is Mild 


Molotov made his plea on a con- 


ciliatory note, declaring that the 
Big Four Geneva conference had 
created a "more auspicious" at- 
mosphere for the current session, 
he said the Assembly could further 
relax international tension by giv- 
ing Red China her "legitimate 
rights." 


Nationalist Chinese Foreign Min- 


ister George Yeh reported that if 
any delegation should be unseated, 
"it should be the Soviet Union her- 
self." 


Molotov's resolution to seat Pei- 


ping never 
reached the voting 


stage- Lodge blocked that by pro- 
posing that the Assembly decide 
to vote first on his motion. 
He 


was supported -11-10. 


This year's proposer! agenda — 


which contains several hot East- 
West questions and bitter colonial 
issues — went to Uie 15-nation 
Steering Committee today for an 
initial going over before the As- 
sembly decides what to docket.

Both Parties Will Rely 
Heavily on TV in 1956 
Expect to Spend Six 
Millions for Campaign 


By DON" WHITE HEAD 


WASHINGTON tfi — The Demo- 


cratic and Republican parties very 
likely will spend a whopping six 
rciHicn dollars betv/cen them to 
carry the 1956 presidential cam- 
paign arguments into millions of 
American homes by television. 


Advance estimates indicate tele- 


vision will be the largest single 
item in the campaign budgets. 
Each 
party 
will 
spend 
about 


double the amount spent in 1952. 
The money will come from th« 
treasuries of the national commit- 
tees, state committees and allied 
citizen groups. 


By law, the national committees 


may collect and spend only three 
millions each in financing the en- 
tire campaign. 
But each party 


can sidestep this limitation by hav- 
ing state organizations and citi- 
zens' groups pick up the check. 


GOP Dickering 


The Republicans already are 


dickering \vixh the national net- 
works for favorable TV spots next 
fall, particularly in the last six 
weeks of the campaign. The best 
times are the evening hours. 


The Democrats say they haven't, 


yet begun negotiations with the net 
works, but they also will reserve 
time far in advance of the cam- 
paign stretch drive. 


Party leaders in 1952 had little 


or no experience with television 
as a campaign medium and this 
lack of experience was expensive. 
In the heat of the campaign, criti- 
cal times arise when party leaders 
consider jt worth almost any price 
to get their story to the people 
quickly and dramatically. But it's 
a costly thing to buy TV time on 
short notice because it means pay- 
ing a '"pre-emption" fee to the 


producers who gave up the time- 
in addition to the regular network 
costs. 


Costly Moves 


Some TV network sources have 


estimated that in 1952 the Republi- 
cans spent more than $250,000 in 
buying up expensive time on short 
notice. 
Such a moment came 


when Republicans rushed Richard 
Nixon (now the vice president) to 
the air waves to explain a cam- 
paign fund given to him by a 
group of private citizens. 


The Democrats had their own 


emergencies but their «xtra costs 
weren't as heavy as those of the 
Republicans. And is is no secret 
that the Democrats must hoard 
their money a good deal more 
carefully than the Republicans. 


Both parties face the problem 


of heavier costs ior TV time. In 
1952. a half 'hour on one network 
coast-to-coast cost about $32.000, 
according to one source at GOP 
national headquarters. 
But with 


more TV stations in the network, 
the cost n«.\t year will be jus! 
about double.

BERLIN 'Jl—Deep in Communist 


territory. West Berlin today ner- 
vously eyed the new Russian-East 
German treaty. 


In Moscow, where the new pact 


was signed Tuesday with the an- 
nounced purpose of restoring East 
German sovereignty, East Ger- 
many's Communist boss Walter 
Ulbncht threatened a new traffic 
squeeze on West Berlin. 


Ulbricht, deputy premier 
and 


East German Communist 
party 


secretary, talked with correspond- 
ents after Soviet Premier Bulganin 
and East German Premier Otto 
Grotewohl had signed the new pact 
m the Marble Room of the Grand 
Kremlin Palace. Ulbricht warned 
that new traffic measures around 
Berlin may be necessary "unless 
the government of West Germany 
and West Berlin abandon their cold 
war attack against our Communist 
German Democratic Republic." 


Will End Control 


An East Berlin broadcast said 


the Russians had agreed to end 
the joint control they have main- 
tained with the German Reds over 
rail, canal and highway links be- 
tween West Berlin and West Ger- 
many. However, the R u s s i a n s 
reserved control of Allied traffic, 
including the three air corridors 
to the West.* 


Ulbricht also repeated the stand- 


ard Communist demand that Bonn 
abandon its plans for rearmament 
within the North Atlantic Treaty

The Moscow communique at the 


end of the negotiations said the 
Soviets and East Germans had 
agreed both West and East Ger- 
many must be represented at the 
Geneva Big Four foreign minis- 
ters' meeting next* month if a 
"fruitful discussion" of the German 
question was to result.
